Arnall Faces Tough Decision 
On U. S. Solicitorship Offer

Gov. Arnall has before him for decision the 


most umportent question which has faced him as 


chief executive of Georgia. 


He must decide whether to remain as Gover- 
nor another 16 months, or whether to resign soon 
to assume the office of solicitor general of the 
United States, offered him by President Truman. 


As with any mah in public life at one time 
or another, he is torn between his personal fu- 


ture and his political obligations 


The decision probably will be his own. 
cations are that his friends are about evenly 
divided between the two sides—and this pri- 
marily for the reason that part of his friends 
are those interested personally in Ellis Arnall’s 
career, and part are interested in his career 
purely as politicians who helped put him in and 
want to keep him in office as long-as possible for 
their own reasons and benefit. Naturally, he 
has personal friends and political friends—with 
some falling in both categories and sharing the 


enigma with him. 


On the personal side of the question, there 
the dynamic leader, the aggres- 
sive public official, the rising national figure.

Government 
To Lift Cattle

The government is making plans 
to remove restrictions on the 
slaughter of cattle in anticipation 
of a heavy run of meat animals to 
market later this month, 

Such a run would mean more 
meat on the nation’s dinner tables. 

The plans were disclosed today 
by Gayle G. Armstrong, special 
assistant to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Anderson, before the Patman 
small business committee of the 
house. | 

The restrictions were imposed 
earlier this year under a meat 
control program designed to ob- 
tain more equitable distribution of 
ghort meat supplies among various 
areas of the country and to assure 
essential war needs.

Home Purchasers Face 
6-Month Eviction Rule 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(UP)—The Office of Price Administra- 
tion announced tonight that beginning Sept. 15 it will require six 
months’ notice before a buyer may evict a tenant from a house. 


The waiting period will be in ef-4 
fect in all rent control areas ex- 
cept where the OPA rent area di- 
recto¥ decides that a shorter pe- 
riod is-adequate. The period also 
may be waived by the director if 
the buyer has been in the armed 
orces. — 

At present the waiting period in 
all areas is three months, 


Administrator Chester Bowles 
said the period had been lengthen- 
ed because evictions are taking 
place “at an alarming rate.’ He 
added that, in the first six months 
of this year, 515,000 petitions for 
eviction were received at area of- 
fices. Last year nearly 1,000,000 
families received eviction notices.

Mayor Hartsfield became the Democratic nominee over 
his oppenent, Roy LeCraw, a returned veteran of World 
War II, in a contest for another four-year term as mayor 
of Atlanta, on the face of incomplete but conclusive returns 


from yesterday’s city primary, compiled early today b 


The Constitution. 

Hartsfield had 8,207 votes from, 
34 of the 38 precincts, while Le- 
Craw polled 5,724 and trailed 
Hartsfield by 2,483 votes. LeCraw 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Several of the larger precincts 
were still unreported, but it was 
considered unlikely that they 
would switch the:race. Hartsfield 
supporters contended that Harts- 
field’s majority would actually be 
increased when the final returns 
are in. 

The fight for the mayoralty 
nomination commanded the keen- 
est interest in a primary in which 
39 other city posts were filled. 

Hartsfield hailed the apparent 
victory as the green light for a 
progressive city and as a mandate 
from the people to proceed with a 
huge postwar improvement pro- 
gram, 

NEW IMPROVEMENTS 

He said elimination of portable

A-Bomb 
Forced Nips 
To Give Up 


TOKYO, Sept. 5—(/)—Japan 
surrendered because the atomie 
bomb raids on Hiroshima and Nae 
gasaki ¢climaxed mounting mili- 
tary losses and immense exhaus- 
tion of the home front, Premier 
Prince Higashi-Kuni told the diet 
today. 

In his report on the causes of 
defeat, the premier declared 10, 
000,000 Japanese were “war $suf- 
ferers,” that “hundreds of thoue 
sands” had been killed or wound- 
ed, and 2,200,000 homes were 
burned by American aerial at- 
tacks. 

He added that the atomic bomb, 
hurled upon a nation whose war 
power already was “disastrously 
undermined,” was believed “like- 
ly to result in obliteration of the 
Japanese people.” 

The Russian declaration of war, 
the premier said, also forced 
Japan “into the worst internation- 
al situation” and “the surrender 
instrument” was signed only after 
“it seemed almost impossible to 
‘carry on.” 


NATION PROSTRATED |. 

Higashi-Kuni, in speeches be- 
fore both houses of the diet in its 
concluding sessions, pictured Ja- 
pan virtually prostrated by Allied 
air blows, ground advances and 
sea-air blockade. 

“No doubt we committed mis- 
takes and our methods were faulty 
in not a few respects,” he said. 
“Nor can it be said our efforts 
were exerted always in the right 
direction. 

“Nevertheless, vanquished as we 
are, the will power—-spiritual en- 
ergy—of a hundred million Japa- 
nese who willingly had borne ev- 
ery kind of want and tribulation 
‘attests eloquently to the intrinsic 
vitality of our race.” 

The premier bluntly told the 
diet of conditions in Japan short- 
ly before the surrender.

Jonathan M. Wainwright, famed 
hero of Bataan and Corregidor. 

Now commanded by Maj. Gen. 
William C. Chase, the dismounted 
troopers first attacked the Japa- 
nese in recapturing the Admiral- 
ties in March, 1944. Their com-| 
mander then was Maj. Gen. Ennis | 
P. Swift. 

The division helped win Leyte 
island in the first invasion to 
liberate the Philippines, last Oc- 
tober. In the Luzon island cam- 
paign early this year it was the 
first to enter Manila, to merase 
Allied internees held at the Santo 
Tomas concentration camp. It was 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Verne 
D. Mudge in those days.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(#)— 
'The United States moved swiftly 
| today to punish Japanese war 
criminals after the State Depart- 
ment told how the enemy burned, 
buried alive and beheaded Ameri- 
can prisoners. 

Two separate agencies are com- 
pléting lists of alleged war crimi- 
nals whom Americans and Allied 
forces are hunting down in Japan 
amd throughout liberated Asia, it 
was learned. 

The agencies are the National 
War Crimes Council, strictly an 
American organization, composed 
of State, War and Navy Depart- 
ment officials, and an Allied War 
Crimes Commission in China on 
which Ambassador Patrick J. Hur- 
ley is U. S. representative. 

In making public another list of 
Japanese atrocities, in which crim- 
inals frequently were named out- 
right, the State Department said 
the cases would “be dealt with by 
properly constituted authori- 
| ties.’”’ 
| BYRNES IS BLUNT 


Secretary of State Byrnes was 
more blunt. The United States cer- 
tainly must see to it that prosecu- 
tion of Japanese war criminals is 
carried out just as in Europe, he 
said. e 
The atrocity report was not a 
pleasant story, Byrnes observed 
grimly. [It was not published until 
the war was over for fear of ad- 
| ditional Japanese reprisals against 
'the prisoners. 

Four American civilians—Car- 
roll C. Grinnell, Alfred F, Duggle- 
by, Ernest E. Johnson and Clifford 
|'L. Larson—were arrested without 
‘explanation at the Santo Tomas 
‘internment camp near Manila. 
Their bodies were later found 

wired to 10 unidentified corpses in 
a field near Japanese military po- 
| lice headquarters. 

Their brutal Murder constituted 
|a “flagrant violation” of .the Ge- 
neva rules regarding civilian in- 
| ternees, the report said. 

The only other American vic- 
tim named in the report was 
George J. Louis, who was shot and 
wounded while returning to the 
Los Banos camp in the Philippines 
after buying food. 

An appeal by other internees to 
take Louis to the hospital! for treat- 
ment of his wounds was denied. 
Finally, the Japanese guards car- 
ried Louis on a stretcher to a 
clump of bamboo outside the camp 
and shot him fatally through the 
head. 

AIRMAN BEHEADED 
An American airman bailed out 


‘of his crippled plane over the 


New Guinea coast. After swim- 
ming ashore, he was captured by 
the Japanese troops who beat him 
with sticks virtually all that day, 
throughout the night, and until the 
following afternoon. 

Then a Japanese civilian named 
Inouye beheaded the flyer with 


six thrusts of a sword while the 
‘troops howled. The State Depart- 
ment gave names in relating that 
incident. Lts. Kurita, Seto and 
Watanabe, all of the Japanese 26th 
Air Construction Unit, were nam- 
ed along with Inouye, an overseer 
of coolie laborers, as guilty of 
“wanton murder.” 


| At a Philippines air base, 150 
'Americans were hurled into tun- 
nels used as air -raid shelters. 
| Fifty Japanese guards then poured 
buckets of gasoline into the tun- 
nels and set it afire with torches. 
As burning Americans fled from 
‘the tunnels they were machine- 
gunned and bayoneted.

‘Politics Is

There is an ancient proverb which reads: 
+e “Let men decide firmly what they will not do, 
i sa: and they will be free to do vigorously what they 
ought to do.” 

Gov. Elli: Arnall, of Georgia, has completed half of it. 

He firmly has decided he will not permit a move to be made in 
the next legislature to amend the constitution so that he may again 
become a candidate. 

He must now vigorously decide what he ought to do. 

It is reported, reliably, he has been urged to resign and accept 
appointment as solicitor general of the United States. There is 
reason to believe he would, within the period of a year, have an 
excellent chance to be promoted to a full cabinet position. 

The solicitor generalship is an important and responsible position, 
the nation’s Number Two legal post and—in the eyes of lawyers— 
the most important. The solicitor handles all the government’s cases 
before the supreme court. If he should accept, as illustration, Gov. 
Arnall would find himself carrying on the government’s freight rate 
cases hefore that tribunal. 

Georgia does not realize it fully, but the facts are that few men 
in public life enjoy a national reputation comparable with that of 
Georgia’s Governor. | 

Whatever mistakes he may have made in office are greatly out- 
weighed by his tremendous reform measures, firmly established in 
the law of the state. 

Most important of all, his office has been clean, both physically 
and in integrity and character. 

It has been dignified and able. It is happily free of tobacco juice 
on the floor and walls; of drunken fiddle players, of tough, armed 
body guards; of notorious racketeers whose cars were parked each 
day by the capitol. 

Gov. Arnall has walked the streets as any honest citizen may, 
without fear of his fellow man, needing no body guards, 

The office has been clean in character and integrity. The Gov- 
ernor has received no “gifts” from “friends.” Especially has he not 
received the “gift” of a $25,000 farm. Nor has he had any presenta- 
tions of blocks of stocks or bonds. He has been scrupulously honest, 
as was expected of him. 

It is perfectly true that any man elected governor receives from 
the people the highest gift within their power to grant. And a 
governor owes them an obligation. But it must not be forgot how 
few of them meet that obligation in so completely clean and honest 
a manner as Ellis Arnall. 

The state owes him a-debt of gratitude for the clean, decent, able 
manner he has filled the office. 


If, as we believe, Gov. Arnall has received such an 
offer, it is fairly easy to imagine what his thoughts 


Decision 


must be. 
In the first place, for more background, the President of the 


United States has urged him to accept, putting it in the form of a 
draft. That is not easy to refuse. 

Furthermore, the President has pointed out that the Governor 
has completed the last of his proposed reform measures with the 
adoption of the new constitution. 

The Governor cannot avoid thinking that from now on until the 
end of his term he will, in a sense, simply be waiting out the re- 
maining months. Attention will turn to the candidates for the next 
term; the legislature will be occupied with the election potentials. 

If he does accept the President’s offer he will leave a record 
without peer in modern times in Georgia. , 

Arguments against him leaving are that Georgia needs him; that 
he was elected for four years; that his leaving will precipitate a 
campaign involving certain candidates whose personalities will mean 
a bitter, mud-throwing fight, disgracing the state. 

He has had definite offers of retainerships which would assure 
him of a large and lucrative law practice should Ne return to private 


life. 
It is not an easy choice. One inevitably is reminded of one of 


Thomas Jefferson’s lines: ; 
“Politics is such a torment that I would advise everyone I love 


not to mix with it.” 


His position is difficult. He has not decided. 

: James V. Carmichael, of Marietta, who could have 
Candidates commanded great state-wide support, some weeks 
ago made up hi. mind. He will not be a candidate in this campaign. 
But keep him in mind as one of the more able men for the governor- 
ship. 
etashy Allen, of Albany, is the only announced candidate. 

But, as everyone familiar with state politics knows, former Gov- 
ernors E. D. Rivers and Eugene Talmadge are but waiting the time 
they judge most propitious to announce. 

It will be interesting to see if Mr. Talmadge will enter the special 
election campaign which will follow if Gov. Arnall] should decide to 
accept Mr. Truman’s urging. It would be a popular vote election, 
with county units out of it. He might decide, if there is such an 
election, to wait for the general election. 

Many of his friends, who know what sort of a campaign he will 
wage, despite pre-campaign promises to keep it on a decent plane, 
are urging him to try for congress and let his son take up the 
Talmadge banner when he returns from duty with the Navy. De- 
spite his genuine affection for his son, his affection and desire for 
personal power are so great he hardly will listen. 

The odds are that Georgia will see a Rivers vs. Talmadge cam- 

aign. 
‘ If so, DeLacey Allen might consider moving in to the lieuten- 
ant governorship position on the Talmadge ticket. 

Gov. Arnall may solve it—temporarily—by electing to remain 
in office. 

If he does not, the political fat is in the fire.

Free Enterprise Ready To Go 


WASHINGTON.—If reactions of the people of New England, 
where this writer spent the last four stirring weeks, are typical of 
the whole nation, the American people are all set for a splurge of 
“free enterprise” that nothing can stop. 

If bureaucracy, whether of government, cartelized business, or 
labor unions, should attempt to impede this avalanche, then bu- 
reaucracy equally may be crushed. 

President Truman touched off this trend by his rapid demo- 
bilization of wartime controls following the Japanese capitulation. 
Unlimited gasoline and other measures of rationing relief created 
the first big popular uplift, but this was transitory compared with 
the sense of recovered economic freedom which the people derived 
from the whole grist of abatements. 

In the week preceding the Japanese surrender there was confi- 
dence that the U. S. could successfully accomplish the task of re- 
conversion from war to peace, as it did the conversion to war, but 
invariably this was accompanied by the opinion that the immediate 
future would be tough. Inevitably, as the folks seem to feel, the 
nation’s industrial hands would remain half tied for some months 
while the elaborate machinery of war production was being un- 
raveled. \ 


° The big thing Mr. TrQman gave was 
Truman 5 Assurance assurance that the government at 
least was going to remove itself as an obstacle and give private 
industry free swing. The response was a tremendous burst of public 
conviction that American enterprise, so released, could swiftly 
make the transition back to a prosperous peacetime economy. 


The importance of this popular psychology is that it almost

There is no lack of support for the objective of “full 
employment,” but there is a great public distaste for the New Deal 
specific of government borrowing and spending, which is the root of 
the Murray-Wagner plan. At best, just ordinary citizens seem to 
feel, legislation in this line immediately is a superfluity, and at 
worst it might prove a serious damper to recovery by the “free 


enterprise” process. 

: An American State Department official, met 
World Watching as he arrived by airplane from London, 
supplied the thought that the rest of the world is watching to see 
how the VU. S. accomplishes its reconversion task. British con- 
sternation over ending of lend-lease, he said, was not due half so 
much to this action per se, as to the swift removal of American 
government controls which, along with the other measures of the 
Truman administration in the same line, it heralded. 

What the British really wanted, this man said, was an economic 
partnership with the U. S. by which world trade of all sorts would 
be divided up. President Truman’s actions completely exploded 
this hope. The British suddenly realized that the U. S., so far as 
trade is concerned, is going the road of unbridled competition— 
the very last thing that the economists of Threadneedle street 
desired. . 

Ever since World War I international commerce more and more 
has become a business of deals between governments or corporate 
cartelizations. If the U. S. now takes the lead in reversing this 
pattern—both at home and abroad—and makes good, it may pro- 
duce an. economic revolution as significant as that which Britain 
herself sparked following the Napoleonic wars of a century and a 
quarter ago.

Army Snobs 
On Way Out 


Somebody in Washington, who 
uses Official instead of understand- 
able English, phrased an official 
statement so awkwardly that it 
seemed to say all good civilian 
jobs would be reserved for offi- 
cers. The spontaneous roar that 
echoed from coast to coast showed 
what Americans think of caste and 
rank. 

Rank is necessary to win a war, 
for it is the basis of discipline. 
Discipline means drilling soldiers 
in obedience to orders until their 
feet and hands and nerves instinc- 
tively obey when they are par- 
alyzed by fear or fatigue. It saves 
men’s lives. 

Heroism beyond the call of duty 
is the result of guts and battle 
rage; grim, hard fighting that nev- 
er quits is the result of discipline. 

Yet the inequality of rank, is of- 
fensive to Americans, chiefly be- 
cause it is abused by small-fry 
snobs, 

Few generals or colonels are 
snobs. The chief offenders, as 
usual, are the little fellows who 
aren't sure of their superiority— 
especially the rear echelon boys 
who never have smelled powder. 

Soldiers respect, and sometimes 
love, an efficient leader who 
shares their dangers and hard- 
ships. Obeying him is like obeying 
the signals of a quarterback. 

But when they leave the bloody 


front lines for a brief rest, and|! 
meet a rear echelon ass who bawls/i 


them out for not being as neat as 


he is, or for not remembering to}! 


salute, they hate and despise him. 
Bill Mauldin hated most the offi- 
cers who demandéd every privi- 
lege of their rank, yet had the gall 
to loot the GIs—those who stole 
orange juice from tke enlisted 
men’s kitchen when their own 
mess had none, and those working 
in offices who took the ‘warm jack- 
ets and boots meant for enlisted 
men fighting in snow and slush. 
Snobbish officers were relative- 
ly few, but the fact that these 
few could treat better men like 
serfs is one reason why Ameri- 
cans hate war. 
But enlisted men were treated 
better in this war than in the last, 
and the tyranny of “officers and 
gentlemen” has decreased with ev- 
ery war in modern history. That 
is one more reason to believe that 
warfare may go out of fashion.

(Thousands 
of men and boys have been killed, 
or crippled and maimed for life.

Millions of others—matured men, 
husbands and fathers—were com- 
pelled for sake of country to give 
up their jobs, their homes, and to 
leave their families. 


Through ROTC units in high 
schools and colleges, millions of 
young American boys could be 
given military training. Those who 
would not complete their high 
school or college careers could be 
inducted into military service 
when they become 20 or 21. But 
it would be shortsighted, indeed, 
to continue snatching up these 
youngsters from their homes and 
schools while they are still in the 
formative periods of their lives.

How to Make Ice Cream

Decisive Role 
Of Air Power 


WASHINGTON.—It is interesting to note that 
the defeat of Japan marks the first time in world 
history that a great nation has been beaten into 

unconditional surrender without (1) the main body of its armed 
forces coming in contact with the enemy, and (2) without its home- 
land being invaded. 

We beat the haughty little Japanese empire to its knees with- 
out either of these events taking place. 

At the time of the Jap surrender we had neither clashed with 
the main body of Japanese troops, nor had we undertaken the 
invasion of the Japanese home islands. 

All of our engagements with Nipponese home forces have, for 
the most part, been with comparatively minor units. Only in 
the Philippines did we come up against a force large enough to 
be rated as a full army. There we knocked the daylights out of 
a force of some 300,000 men. 

We never came in contact with the main Japanese army of 
several million men, the bulk of which was employed in China. 

In the first World War Germany was defeated, it is true, with- 
out the necessity of an Allied invasion of its homeland. But prior 
to the German collapse the Kaiser’s armies had been well beaten 
on the battlefields of France, where the issue was decided. 


In this war we forced the Japs to uncondi- 
New Methods tional surrender by new methods entirely. We 
blasted them into hopeless defeat by airpower. 

It was the use of airpower that mainly forced them to accept 
the Potsdam ultimatum and throw up their arms. The atomic 
bomb did not do it, although that itself was delivered through the 
instrumentality of airpower. 

The Japs were defeated, it is now revealed, long before we 
introduced the mighty A-bomb. They, themselves, have admitted 
it. Two distinct overtures for peace*had already been made by 
the Tokyo government through Russia before we dropped the first 
of these world-rocking missiles on Hiroshima. 

American airpower had already done the important job. The 
pictures of devastated Japanese cities that are now being released 
by our occupation forces tell the story. 

- Japan was doomed to inevitable defeat from the moment we 
gained bases in the Marianas, at Iwo Jima and on Okinawa, 
from which our heavy and light bombers could make forays at 
will against her chief cities and industrial centers. 


. o ot Nor can it be said that the great naval 
Air Power Decisive victories piled up against the Japs by our 


fleet was accomplished without airpower playing perhaps the de- 
cisive role. At the Battle of Midway, for example, we routed the 
Jap fleet without a single surface unit of either navy coming within 
gunfire range of each other. That battle was won for us by our 
bombers. 

Similarly in the battle of Leyte Gulf air units of the Navy played 
a leading part in administering to the Japs the greatest naval 
defeat in modern history. 

The lesson learned from the Pacific, plus the new weapon of 
total destruction we have created in the atomic bomb, teaches us 
that we must never again allow another nation to gain supremacy 
over us‘ in airpower. 

To do so would be to invite disaster. Because it does not matter 
how many atomic bombs we have on hand for our defense, if a 
hostile nation, using a similar weapon, should have a master of 
the air to strike us first. Unlike in the past war, we would not 
be given the time to make up for our delinquency. 

Before we could catch up in building the necessary number of 
planes, we would be knocked out—perhaps destroyed. 

The defeat we administered to the Japs through airpower is 
enough to make the nation sit up and take notice.

Congress 
On a Hot Spot 


WASHINGTON.—The congress which is set- 

tling down rather sluggishly to its work after its | 

+: re a interrupted vacation, straggling in slowly from | 

home constituencies and abroad, faces a responsibility that will tax | 
its stamina to the utmost. 

This is intensified by a number of circumstances. 

One is that congress assembles 
under tremendous pressure for a 
quick and easy return to what 
President Harding after the last 
war called “normalcy.” There are 
insistent and conflicting pleas that 
the boys be brought back home 


at once and that the draft be sus- 
pended despite the need for occu- 
pation forces abroad; clamor for 
dropping price, wage and other 
controls that protect against infla- 
tion; demands for prompt reduc: 
tion of taxes. 

Congress truly is on the hot seat 
—and primary elections begin only 
a few months hence. 

Its most difficult job—and it 
will take iron wills—is to resist 
the let-down tendency, the drag of 
inertia. 

This is all the harder because 
the member of congress is a hu- 
man being, too. He, too, has felt 
the strain of war and would like to 
relax a little now that the fighting 
is over. Yet he faces really the 
toughest part of the job now when 
he is tired of it all. He is like 
a man who has worked all day 
and goes home tired, then is sud- 
denly called back to a job that 
will take nearly all night. 

And there is no excitement in 
the job now, no urgency of war, 
only routine and drudgery of day- 
to-day problems. 

After the last war both the ad- 
ministration and congress did take 
the easy way and let down. War 
controls were quickly scuttled. In- 
flation set in. There was a tem- 
porary depression. But what was

infected the whole body politic.' 
Neither recurring administrations 
nor congress stopped to take stock 
at home and abroad as the seem-| 
ingly easy and prosperous 
rolled along. They neglected to

Whoop came the big depression 10 
years after the war. | 

Congress cannot afford to let’ 
down after this time. To fight’ 
this tendency will take a stern)! 
administration that is not too com- 
mon in the average politician’s

FEW SEEK COMPENSATION

employment compensation. 

Here is the way the picture 
stacks up: 

Against that figure of 36,016 dis- 
employed, there have been 11,475 | 
referred to jobs by the network of 
U. §. employment offices in 
Georgia. 

And there are still 24,295 un- 
filled jobs on file. 

These figures are from the State 
War Manpower Commission. Add 
the 24,295 and the 11,475 and 
now you get 35,770.

Baruch Urges Work Director 
To Unify Demobilization 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(INS)—Bernard M. Baruch declared 
today that the human side of demobilization is being “neglected 
tragically” in veterans’ matters and urged the naming of a “work 


director” to solve its problems. 


Baruch made his observations{ artificial limb program. 


in a report to Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley, newly appointed veterans’ ad- 
ministrator, in which he outlined 
the tremendous difficulties facing 
Gen. Bradley in the momentous 
days ahead. 

“Unless there is prompt, correc- 
tive action, the disillusionment 
and gbitterness that have spread 
among some veterans and their 
kin will steadily worsen,” Baruch 


warned. “Reorganization, modern- 
ization and expansion of the Vet- 


-erans Administration cannot be 
| delayed.” 


Baruch asserted that the first 


'need in the present situation is to 


end the “no man’s land” of neg- 
lect of the human problems of the 
changeover from war to peace.” 


ORIGINAL PURPOSE 


A vigorous, imaginative “work 
director” would accomplish the 
“original purpose of making cer- 
tain the human side of demobiliza- 
tion is not forgotter ” the elder 
statesman declared. 

Baruch said that the appoint- 
ment of a “work director” is be- 
yond Gen. Bradley’s authority, 
but that he emphasized it “be- 
cause until this post is effectively 
filled, you will be hampered in 
the execution of your own re- 
sponsibilities.” 

“Between the many agencies in- 
volved in the demobilization there 
exists all kinds of twilight zones 
or gaps of responsibility, innumer- 
able overlappings or conflicts of 
authority,” he declared. 

Baruch cited that in a report

5. Maintain effective liaison be- 
tween the new veterans agency 
medical service and medical 
branches of the armed services. 

6. Decentralize. 

7. Overhaul the GI bill of rights 
to extend time for application for 
loans, raise the percentage of guar- 
antee. 

8. Provide tax incentives to vet- 
erans opening new businesses. 

9. Revise the program of future 
veterans’ hospital construction to 
allow for modern research and 
closer contact with established 
medical centers. 

A final recommendation, which 
Baruch termed of great impor- 
tance, called for protection of the 
veteran from “super salesmanship 
designed to sell them everything 
and anything.” 

“We must not fail the veteran,” 
he declared, “for then we fail 
ourselves.”

Hopkins Awarded 
DSM for Work 
At White House 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—(4)— 
Harry L. Hopkins, longtime White 
House aide, was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by Pres- 
ident Truman today for a “self- 


less, courageous and objective 
contribution to the war effort.” 


In the same ceremony, which 
took place in the Rose Garden of 
the White House, a similar medal 
was awarded to Howard Bruce 
of Elk Ridge, Md., for his services 
to the War Department, particu- 
larly as director of materiel of 
the Army Service Forces. 

The medal previously was 
awarded to Stephen Early, former 
presidential press secretary, and 
James F, Byrnes, now secretary 


of state, for their contribution to 
the victory as advisors of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

White House attaches said the 
medal would not be awarded in 
the future to any other civilians. 
Future awards will be restricted 
to the Medal of Merit, developed 
for that purpose, thev added.

Courts’ Decision 
Hailed ‘Victory’ 
For Civil Service 


The Georgia Supreme Court’s 
invalidation of the so-called “Mc- 
Cutcheon bill—an act of the 1945 
legislature restoring Mrs. Evelyn 
W. McCutcheon to her job as head 
matron of Fulton Tower—is “a 
real victory for civil service,” in 
the opinion of Fulton County At- 
torney Harold Sheats. 

“This decision holds squarely 
that statutes affecting civil serv- 
ice must not name individuals or 
confer rights upon individuals as 
such, but must provide general 
rules which operate equally on all 
persons coming within the provi- 
sion of the regulation,” the coun- 
ty legal officer declared late yes- 
terday, following release of the 
court opinion. 

“Such is the very heart of civil 
service. This decision is a real 
victory for civil service,” he stat- 
ed. 
The high court held that Mrs. 
McCutcheon was discharged by 
the late Sheriff J. M. Mount on 
March 19, 1943, which was before 
the Fulton County Civil Serviee 
Act became effective on June l, 
1943, and therefore obtained no 
benefits or protection from the 
civil service law. 

The decision was the result of 
an action brought by Mrs. Ger- 
trude A. Smith against Sheriff A. 
B. Foster, the Civil Service Board 
and Mrs. McCutcheon. Mrs. Smith 
claimed that she was the No. 1 
matron when the Civil Service Act 
went into effect but after the pas- 
sage of the special act she. was 
demoted to No. 2 matron and her 
salary reduced from $185 to $175 
per month.”

ODT RAIL ‘FREEZE’ 


TO END SEPT. 16 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.— 
(P)—All major restrictions on 
railroad passenger travel, ex- 
cept the ban on short haul 
sleeper service, will be elim- 
inated’ by Sept. 16. 

The “freeze” of passenger 
train schedules, in effect since 
the fall of 1942, will end Sept. 
16, 


At the same time, restric- 
tions on the operation of spe- 
cial passenger trains, special 
cars and extra sections will 
be cancelled.

thousands of Afhnerican troops who 
will spend next Christmas in for- 
eign lands. 

Regulations governing the mail- 
ing of overseas Christmas gifts to 
Army personnel remain the same 
as those of last year: 

They must be posted between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 15; one package 
a week may be sent (without a 
request) by any one person to 
the same serviceman; the usual re- 
strictions on size and weight ap- 
ply—not more than 15 inches long 
or more than 36 inches in length 
and girth combined, and maximum 
weight five pounds. 

Most stores have a stock of 
boxes approved by the War De- 
partment for overseas gift ship- 
ments, 

Gifts should be those that a 
soldier is unlikely to find in the 
area in which he is situated. It 
was pointed out that intoxicants, 
inflammable materials and perish- 
able matter are unacceptable for 
mailing. 

The Army, urging that parcels 
to distant places be sent as early 
as possible after Sept. 15, empha- 
sized the importance of placing 
the correct address on them. 

The Women’s Army Corps, re- 
porting on suitable gifts for WACs, 
said safe bets at home or abroad 
are fitted vanity cases, pen and 
pencil sets (with extra lead), sew-
